A Vast Crowd Attracted, 
Seldom has a larger crowd been attracted 
by a fire. It is estimated that 150,000 people 
saw thetire. They came from all parts of the 
city. ‘Within half a mile radius the 
streets were thronged and the thor- 
oughfares leading to the fire were 
gorged. The fire’ ropes were stretched 
an even half block distant from every ap- 
proach to the fire, but at several points the 
ropes were broken down and the policemen 
were obliged to use their clubs to prevent the 
crowds from filling the working space of the 
fire companies. 
After the fire, Madison street between Union 


and Halsted looked like a street after the big 


fire of 1871. It was filled up with brick and 
débris so that it will be necessary to clear it 
for the cable to pass.

Occupants of the Buildings Make Estimates 
of the Damage Done. 


John M. Smyth said: “It is too soon for 


me to determine the exact amount of my loss, 
but my best judgment is that it will reach 
$500,000 on stock and buildings. 

*T owned 200 feet frontage on the south 
side of Madison street, which included my 
own store, the museum, and the building ad- 
joining it on the south. Insurance? I can 
only say that I carried about two-thirds of the 
value of my property. D. S. Munger & Co. 
placed the greater part and they will be able 
to give you exact figures. 

Mr, Ebbert of Munger & Co., who has 
charge of the matter, was out of town last 


night and no definite information could be 


obtained. f 
Kohl & Midd who lost the entire 
contents of the building they occupied, had 
no insurance. They allowed it to lapse about 
six weeks ago. 
Charies E. Kohl and George Middleton. the 
museum proprietors, were seen at the resi- 
dence of the latter, No. 2821 Michigan avenue. 
Mr. Middleton said: 

“ As to the origin of the fire we know noth- 
ing but what our people have told us. Stage- 
Manager Bell says that he was on the stage 
and the flames burst through the rear win- 
dows. Miss Irwin, who 1s with the Punch and 
Judy show, says she was sitting in a rear win- 
dow and saw flames first in the sheds in the 
rear of the museum. The property-man says 
the flames came from the outside of the build- 
ing. The basement was used as property- 
room and dressing-rooms. All the wardrobes

The performers 
escaped merely with their stage costumes.

many, probably a majority, of these mortgages 
were acknowledged and duly recorded before 
Justice Scully.

no. A PANIC WAS AVERTED. 


Manager Horner’s Story of the Museum 
Fire—What Was Destroyed. 

W. Horner, manager of Kohl & Middleton’s 
South Side Museum, said: “The West Side 
Museum occupied the first three floors. On 
the first was the main theater: the second, a 
theater and the business office, while the third 
held the curiosities. The two upper floors 
were occupied by Mr. Smyth with furniture. 
On the third floor there were glass cases of 
stuffed birds, which the country will have to be 
scoured to replace; a lot of small stuffed 
animals, such as squirrels climbing trées, rab- 
bits playing, monkeys at their antics; a 
lot of valuable shells from all parts 
of the world, which will be difficult 
to duplicate; a cage of live monkeys; a cage 
of snakes. among them huge boa constrictors 
eighteen or twenty feet long. I think nobody 
would attempt to rescue those huge coilers. It 

would be dangerous. They probably per- 

ished. Then there was a lot of guinea pigs, 
squirrels, white rabbits,and agreat many 
other small animals. They were probably all 
burned to death. 

The living curiosities on the third floor in- 
cluded the boy with the big head, the giant 
Albino lady, a dozen gypsies, the fat woman 
and her midget son. All of them escaped. 
They were in costume and escaped only with 
their lives and costumes, for the fire spread 
with lightninglike rapidity. As they ran 
through the great crowds in their costumes 
the people“ opened a way for them and they 
were cheered. 

“The blaze as I understood it started from 
an explosion in ‘the rear of Smyth’s store. I 
flashed into the windows of the three floors of 
the museum simultaneously. On the first 
floor a performance was gomg on. Sherman 
and Mann, the music team, were playing on 
banjo, bell, and mandolin. The hall was 
crowded. Flames flashed through the win- 
dows. Charlie Beel, stage manager, a cool- 
headed fellow, stepped on the stage and in & 
steady, strong voice called out: ‘The exits 
are all right. Keep cool. Take your time. 
Go out quietly. The show is over. Don’t 
rush. Boys, play “ Home, Sweet Home,” ’ and 
the musical pair twanged out the pleasant but 
very slow notes of the old melody as the great 
crowd slowly filed out without a mishap. 

„On the third floor they were not quite so 
fortunate, though the museum people did their 
duty well. As the flames swept in on the 
stage and ran up the scenery Charlie Belmont, 
manager of the house, sprang on the platform 
and called out: ‘Throw open both the gates. 
Don’t rush. There’s pleaty of time. Go 
down the side stairways,’ and the people hur- 
ried down the side ways and were emptied in 
ee the first 

oor. 

There was one exception to the coolness 
shown by the people. A man, whose name 
and address I do not know, ran toa window 
and sprang wildly through it. He carried the 
sash with him. Ashe descended he clutched 
wildly at everything in reach. He caught a 
sign on the second floor and held to it. The 
great crowd raised its head and howled to him, 
Hold on there. You're safe.’ The firemen 
called to him to keep still a moment and they 
would run a ladder up. He was well braced 
and could easily have clung on five minutes. 
But he was excited and jumped. I hear he 
was badly bruised.

When the fire f out the per- 
formers abruptly ceased, the doors were 
thrown open and the audienes stampeded for 
the street.

His right leg 
was broken above the knee, there was a gash 
from the middle of his forehead to his right 
ear, and he was injured internally.. The 
hospital surgeons eould not tell whether his 
injuries would prove fatal. 

Mme. Carver, the fat woman, was the 
only freak in the show who had a narrow es- 
cape. The crowd forgot all about her, and the 
big-headed boy and albino were unequal to 
the task of lifting her from the platform to 
the floor. The room was full of smoke and 
she was almost suffocating when Officers Pat 
Sheehy and Welhasky came to the rescue. 
They assisted her to the floor and then helped 


her down the stairs, to the street, and then 


with her companion, the big-headed boy, she 
went to Keller'g Hotel. As soon as the officers 
had escorted corpulent lady and her com- 
panion to a place of safety they returned to 
see if any one was in danger. The mon- 
keys were ing with terror. Officer 
Sheehy grab the cage. and with one jerk 
tore the front out.. In an instant the fright- 
ened animals scrambled for liberty; the boa- 
constrictors, the, white raccoon, and Guinea 
pigs were burned. 


HOW GAMBLS MET HIS DEATH, 


He Was Watching the Fire and Fell from 
a Shed—Exciting Scenes. 

Francis Gamble, a boy 9 years old, who 
lived at No. 297 Jefferson street, was watching 
the fire from ashed in the rear of John M. 
Smyth’s store. He fell through a hole in the 
roof to the ground, ten or twelve feet, and 
was fatally injured. He was taken to the 
County Hospital, where the surgeon said his 
pelvis was fractured, He died at 11:30 o’clock, 
after six hours of intense suffering. 

While the fire was at its worst a sidewalk at 
Union street and Meridian court collapsed 
and precipitated forty people into an excava- 
tion beneath. Mrs, Bessie Higgins was prob- 
ably fatally injured by the fall and was taken 
to her home, No, 168 Washington street. 
Bernard Sloth had a leg broken at the same 
time. He was removed to the Emergency 
Hospital. 

Born During the Fire. 

When the fire broke out Dr. J. Z. Bergeron 
was attending Mrs. Sarah Macks of No. 151 
Madison street, who had been in labor since 9 
o'clock in the morning. * the flames 
pouring into the room ks heroically 
said to the doctor: “You have a wife and 
family. Save yourself and let me die. Dr. 
Bergeron in reply seized the suffermg woman 
and wrapping ber in some blankets descended 
three flights of stairs with his burden and car- 
ried her to No. 171 Washington street, whero 
he found a refuge for his charge with Mrs.

This joint committee, influenced no doubt 
by the hearty recommendations of the project 
by the Mayor, reported it back favorably. 
Not a line, or word, or letter was changed in 
the ordinance. It was sent back to the Coun- 
cil as it came from the hands of the attorney 
of the Northern Pacific railroad company, in 
whose interest it was introduced by Mayor 
Cregier. 

Character of the Ordinance, 

Tue Tumor calied attention at the time 
to the character of the ordinance. It was 
pointed out that it was an ordinance not so 
much for straightening the river as for nar- 
rowing it so as to give the Northern Pacific 
company a strip of land 60 feet wide for its 
track terminus. It was pointed out that the 
property in question is of great value—worth 
probably $2,000,000—and that the proposed 
improvements were not needed nor desired. 

The Northern Pacific people cunningly 


claim that they will surrender almost as much 


land as they acquire from the city. They say 
that they propose to take two bridges out of 
the river and remove the piers, permitting the 
bridges to swing over the land of the com- 
pany; but it is tobe noticed that the land upon 
which the bridges are to be put and over 
which they are to swing is now partly the 
bed of the river. The railroad actually counts 
this land as part of that which it is to surren- 
der to the city. In other words, it is to take 
land out of the river and swap it back to the 
city as part consideration for the rest of the 
land which it keeps.. The cool effrontery of 
this proposition will show the spirit of the 
railroad in the whole project.

And he continues: In its present condi- 
tion the river cannot be naviguted) at all by 

large Mississippi River steamboats,” 

But a secondary purpose of the proposed 
drainage channel is to connect the navigation 
of the Mississippi River with the ‘great lakes. 
Will the narrowing of the river tend to facil- 
itate that purpose? 

Adding to the Cost. 

And in this connection let it be pointed out 
that the narrowing of the river would add 
millions to the cost of the drainage channel. 
As matters stand it is proposed to construct 
some channels from the lake to the, proposed 
drainage channel so as to supply the volume 
of water required by the Drainage law, the ca- 
pacity of the river not being sufficient. But it 
is proposed by this ordinance to narrow the 
river and thus reduce its capacity. If this is 
done additional side channels will have to be 
constructed at the cost of millions. It thus 
appears that the passage of the Northern Pa- 
cific ordinance by the Council will cost the 
city dearly. It will add $4,000,000 or $5,000,- 
000 to the cost of the drainage scheme. It 
will obstruct navigation. It will give $2,000,- 
000 worth of property for $100,000. 

It will come up as a special order this even- 
ing. It ought to be voted down. It should 
be rejected. The Aldermen who vote for it 
will be marked for public execration. 

But even though it may pass, it can never 
be given effect. An act of Congress passed 
last September provides against the construc- 
tion of any bridge draw, or piers, without ap- 
proval by the Secretary of War, and also for- 
bids any one to excavate or fill or in any 
manner to alter or modify the course, location, 
condition, or capacity of any navigable water 
of the United States unless approved and 
authorized by the Secretary of War.” 

The South Branch is a aavigable stream. 
The marine men will certamly call attention 
to the invasion of it by the Northern Pacific 
company if that should be accepted. In

Hundreds of Corpses Interred in the Ceme- 
teries on Long Island. 

New Yorx, April 12.—[Special.]—There 
were a remarkable number of funerals today.

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SAVAGE FIGHT BETWEEN TOM KIN- 
NARD AND MIKE QUEENAN. 


The Chicago Man Purposely Fouls Gis Op- 
ponent in the Fourteenth Round in 
Order to Save Himself from Being 
Knocked Out—Both- the Pugilists Hor- 
ribly Punished—Athietes Who will 
Compose the Manhattan’s Team That 
Will Visit Europe—Sporting News. 

Miiwavuxex, Wis., April 12,—[Special.]— 
To avoid further punishment Queenan pur- 
posely fouled Kinnard in the fourteenth round 
of their i battle this afternoon and 
the fight was awarded to Kinnard. 

No such hard-fought prize-ring battle was 
ever before witnessed in Wisconsin as that at 
Cedar Lake Station this afternoon between 
Michael Queenan of Chicago, known as the 
Stock-Y Giant.“ and Tom Kin- 
nard of Grand Rapids, Mich, commonly 
called The Michigan Cyclone.“ There were 
present today men who had witnessed the 
Dempsey-Fitzsimmons fight at New Orleans 
and the Ryan-Needham fight at Minneapolis, 
and in none of these, they say, was there such 
hard fightmy as that of today. It was almost 
steady fighting from thetime the men toed 
the scratch to the finish and both received ter- 
rible punishment. Although game to the last 
Queenan saw he had no opportunity of win- 
ning and in the fourteenth round purposely 
clinched Kinnard, and, pinning his head 
under his left arm, dealt the lat- 
ter several wupper-cuts with his right, 
when the referee promptly allowed the 
foul. Ashe left the ring Queenan was a sight 
to behold. His left eye was entirely closed 
and swollen to almost the size of an egg. 
His right eye was partially closed, his upper 
lip was swollen to four times its normal size, 
and he was covered with blood. 

Kinnard Badly Punished. 

Kinnard showed less punishment, but he 
was in terrible shape, nevertheless, his mouth 
being badly cut and swollen and he was 
otherwise marked about the neck. He was 
suffering considerable pain from two broken 
bones in his right hand, which he sustained 
ina blow on Queenan’s neck in the fourth 
round, although unknown to any one but his 
seconds until the end of the fight. . 

Shortly after 1 o’clock a Wisconsin Central 
train of five coaches, with the principals and 
about 300 sports, including a number from 
Chicago, led out from the Union Depot. 
After an hour’s run a stop was made near 
Cedar Lake Station, thirty-five miles north of 
the city.

BLUNDER OF THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT 


A Mistake That Cost It Much Valuable 
Land in the Northwest, 

Szatrrz, Wash., April 12.—[Special.}—A 
mistake which cost the British Government 
about as much territory as there is in the State 
of Rhode Island has just come to light. The 
error consists of the fact that the iron monu- 
ments at Blaine, and for many miles east of 
there, are 360 yarda north of the forty-ninth 
parallel, which should be the next boundary line. 
Ensign Edward Moale Jr. of the United States 
navy, and connected with the United States 
Coast Survey, tells the story. Three years ago 
Ensign Moale was on the United States sur- 
veying schooner which was operating in the 
vicinity of Blaine. The authorities at Wash- 
ington sent out charts containing the latitude 
and longitude which are filled in with the re- 
sult of the surveys. Attached to the schooner 
was Assistant S. S. Gilbert, who had charge 
of the party working on shore. He sent in a 
platted result of his work, which was fillea 
into maps received from headquarters at 
Washington. When Gilbert’s charts were 
platted in these maps it was found that the 
boundary monuments at Blaine and for a dis- 
tance east thereof were 360 yards to the north 
of the forty-ninth parallel. 

At first we thought we were mistaken,” 
said Ensign Moale, “ and carefully went over 
the work time and again, only to verify the 
fact that the boundary monuments were fur- 
ther north than they should be.“ 

How did the mistake our? 

I suppose when the boundary line survey 
was made in 1852 under thetirection of the joint 
American and English commission that a 
slight error was y surveyors in 
Northern Montana or the Rocky Mountains. 
This was trifling at the start, but kept widen- 
ing out until it covers 360 yards wide at the 
Straits of Georgia.

„No, they cannot, because the boundary 
line between the United States and Canada is 
fixed by these monuments, which are of iron 
and are placed every mule from the Lake of 
the W to the Straits of Georgia.

Ex-Gov. Waterman, 

San Dmao, Cal., April 12.—Ex-Gov. Waterman 
died at 7:30 o’clock this evening of pneumonia, 
after a brief illness. 

R. W. Waterman was born in Fairfield, Herki- 
mer County, N. I., in 1826. When quite yo he 
moved to Sycamore, III., with his parents, where 
he grew up and engaged in mercantile business. 
He came to California in 1859, and engaged in 
mining for two years. He returned to Illinois, 
but returned permanently to California in 1873, 
locating at San Bernardino. He was part owner 
of the rich Calico mines in San Diego County. 
He engaged in farmi on a large scale, and 
owned a vast amount of land. In 1886 he received 
the Republiéan nomination for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor and was the only Republican elected. 
Washington ett, mocrat, was ted 
Governor, but died soon after tak the office 
and Waterman filled out the term, which expired 
— January. He leaves a wife and several chil-

Dr. Eben Tourgee, 

Boston, Mass., April 12.— [Special. Dr. Eben 
Tourgee, the founder of the New England Con- 
servatory of Music, died here today, aged 57 years. 
He started his music school first in Providence, 
R. I., but in 1867 he removed it to Boston, where 
it was gradually developed until it became the 
largest institution of the kind in the world. He 
also was one of the pioneers in pooglar musical 
education in America, His Plea for Music in 
the Public Schools,” presented to the National 
Teachers’ Association in 1863 or 1869, was unani- 
mously indorsed and published by the association 
and afterwards circulated by the Department of 
Education at Washington as a public document.

So the road is the unquestioned gainer by 
this new ordinance. On the other hand, the 
citizens are losers. This loss may not be 
deeply felt by South-Siders, whose property 
will be made more valuable and whose con- 
venience will be promoted by the ordinance 
for whose passage they petition, but it will be 
felt keenly by those hundreds of thousands of 
less fortunate men and women to whose 
happiness the uses made in the past of 
the land it is now proposed to give to the 
Illinois Central have contributed so greatly. 
In the structures now occupying that land in 
part have been held conventions, mass-meet- 
ings, expositions, entertainments of all kinds. 
There are few Chicagoans who have not at 
one time or another visited this part of the 
city on some errand of pleasure—to see or to 
hear. And soon the great Public Library 
Building will be erected en Dearborn Park, 
and that quarter of Chicago will become even 
more emphatically than it is now the resort 
of the people. 

There is no other city in the country which 
has so much property, so centrally located, 
which can be used for such public purposes. 
Shall it be given away? Can an ordinance 
handing it over toa railroad. company be 
bought through the Council? Tonight’s ses- 
sion of that body will probably settle that 
point. But if itis put through there by cor- 
rupt means the same methods will have to be 
resorted to to secure the agreement of the 
State Legislature to this iniquitous bargain, 
where one side does all the giving and the 
other all the taking.

ANYTHING TO HURT BLAINE. 

Ever since President Harrison and Secre- 
tary Blaine made the reciprocity agreement 
with Brazil the New York Word has been 
singularly disturbed. Before the day set for 
this agreement to go into force had arrived 
the World was constantly printing expensive 
cable dispatches from Rio Janeiro and Bahia, 
to the effect that the foreign merchants”’ 
were fighting it and that it would not go into 
effect. Itdid, however. Since the date when 
the duties on American products were lowered 
or taken off the World has been spending its 
money on dispatches stating that the “foreign 
merchants” had not let up in their opposition, 
and that the agreement would be set aside 
and Mr. Blaine’s diplomacy’”’ would come to 
nothing. 

These foreign merchants, of whom this 
New York paper has so much to say, are 
Englishmen, Frenchmen, and Germans living 
in Brazil who are opposed, naturally enough, 
to anything which will take trade from them 
and give itto Americans. But why should 
the World, an American paper, sympathize 
with their efforts to break off an agreement 
which will be so beneficial to the United 
States? Why should it show so much delight 
at the assumed prospect of Mr. Blaine’slabors 
for his country being rendered ineffectual? 
Why is it harping on what these foreign 
merchants’ are todo, when thus far they 
have done nothing, and there is no reason to 
believe they will be more successful in the 
future? 

If this reciprocity agreement with Brazil 
had been the work of President Cleveland and 
Secretary Bayard the World would have been 
enthusiastic inits praise. It would not have 
coddled and encouraged these “foreign mer- 
chants ”’ but would have denounced them. It 
would not have spent money in elaborate ac- 
counts of their attempts to run the domestic 
affairs of Brazil. It would have congratulatea 
Secretary Bayard on the great things he had 
done for his country. 

But that which would have been all right if 
done by Bayard is all wrong when done by 
Biaine. That is, the World is doing in this 
instance just what E. J. Phelps said the Dem- 
ocratic papers were doing in the Bering Sea 
matter—opposing the policy of the Adminis- 
tration simply because it was its policy, re- 
gardless of its inherent soundness or unsound- 
ness. The World opposes reciprocity with 
Brazil not because it is harmful to the United 


‘States but because it was devised by Mr. 


Blaine, and may add to the respect and affec- 
tion the people have for him. 

Hence an American paper is found occupy- 
ing the un-American position of opposing a 
measure which will be of the greatest benefit 
to all the interests of this country because it 
will strengthen a po.itical opponent. If reci- 
procity did but little good to the United States 
it would redound but little to Mr. Blaine’s 


| credit, ang the World would pay little atten- 


tion to it, but as it does great good the 


|. World feels obliged to assail it persistently 


and bitterly. 

It is ready to harm American interests 80 
that it can harm Mr. Blaine. It is eager to 
deprive the farmers of the West of the new 
markets for their food products which are just 
opening to them if it can injure Mr. Blaine. 
It is anxious to deprive American manufact- 
urers of the opportunity of disposing of their 
goods in Latin America so that it may dis- 
credit Mr. Blame. Is not the World carrying 
its hatred of that gentleman a little too far? 
Is it not willing to make too great sacrifices

The World, however, is Democratic first 
and American last. As the copperheads 
mourned when Grant and Sherman and Sheri- 
dan won victories over their Southern friends 
and exulted when news came ot a defeat of 
the loyal armies, so the World views 
with disgust the commercial victories 
of Republican statesmen. It fears the 
political consequences of those vic- 
tories. It trembles lest they make the men 
who won them so popular with the American 
people that they will insist on rewarding 
them. Should Mr. Blaine secure full unre- 
stricted reciprocity with Canada, and thus 
add still more to his popularity, the World 
will attack him even more fiercely than it 
has done yet, for it will fear him even more 
than it does now. 

A careful study of the World and other 
Democratic papers for some time back shows 
that the following is a sound rule to go on: 
When these papers assail Mr. Blaine with 
extra fierceness, be sure that he has just ren- 
dered some special service to his country. 
When they have little or nothing to say about 
him, be sure that he has not been making any 
advantageous commercial treaties or other- 
wise advancing the interests of the United 
States. 


STATE RAILROADS IN KANSAS. 

The latest Alliance scheme for the relief of 
the “suffering farmers in Kansas is to build 
a trunk line railroad east and west across the 
State, with a network of branches to touch 
every important point. The State Govern- 
ment is to furnish the funds required to build 
the main line of nearly 300 mules, and the 
counties are to foot the bills for the branch 
roads. 

As there is already more railroad mileage in 
Kansas than in any other State of the Union, 
except Illinois, it may be suggested to the 
Alliance that possibly its object could be at- 
tained more cheaply than in the manner pro- 
posed. Would it not be better to buy out 
some lines already in existence? There are 
plenty of them and they have not done 
a regnarkably prosperous business in the 
recent past, have not a brilliant pros- 
pect for the future in view of the popular 
discontent, and therefore could be bought at a 
low price, probably for much less than it 
would cost to build anew, even if the right of 
way privileges were donated, asis alleged to 
be promised. The stocks of the present lines 
could be bought way below par inthe open 
market, and doubtless still better terms could 
be obtained on a purchase at wholesale, the 
venders being only too glad to get out so eas- 
ily. And, whatis more tothe purpose, the 
old lines are already equipped with a full com- 
plement of locomotives and other rolling 
stock, have an established patronage which 
amounts to something in the shape of good 
will, depots in city and country, and terminal 
arrangements for transfer to connecting lines, 
all of which would have to be provided afresh 
for a new road and cost much money. The 
mere securing of a track, grading and bridg- 
ing it and putting down the rails does not by 
any means end the expense, and then it may 
be asked, where would the money come from? 

The cash needed to buy material and pay 
wages could not be raised immediately by the 
taxation of a poorcommunity. Neither the 
State as a unit nor the several counties have 
funds sufficient for the purpose in the Treas- 
ury orin the hands of citizens. Something 
like $100,000,000 would have to be borrowed 
on the issue of bonds, and who would buy 
them? Those bonds could hardly be placed 
in the Eastern markets or abroad. The State 
itself is.a good one, but the recent action of 
many of its citizens has not increased confi- 
dence in their willingness to pay money bor- 
rowed, and the bonds would be regarded by 
capitalists with all the more critical eye, as 
Kansas is known to have already secured all 
the railroads sufficient for its commercial 
needs during several years to come. Then it 
is well known that the new competing lines 
could only obtain business by offering to 
carry freight and passengers at lower rates 
than the old ones, and that such lower tariff 
is insisted on by the people as a necessity. 
There would be also the discouraging convic- 
tion that operating expenses are likely to be 
higher under State management than with 
private control by men whothoroughly under- 
stand the business and have no political axes 
to grind by appointing deadheads to positions 
calling for good pay and little work or none 
at all. All these considerations would cast 
doubt upon the proposed investment, and in- 
vestors would hesitate before putting their 
money where it might return no interest and 
only a part of the principal. 

Besides, one such main line, with lateral 
feeders as propused, would not satisfy the peo- 
ple. It would be a good thing for those most 
directly served, but not for all. Its ad- 
vantages, if any, would be greatest for the 
residents in the extreme western part of the 
State, who raise little produce, and least for 
those in the eastern portion, who would be fifty 
to 100 miles north or south from the main line. 


The latter would want independent outlets to 


points on the Missouri border, and then, if it 
were possible for the State to burden itself 
with the required load of indebtedness, there 
would still remain the fact that this system of 
roads could only dump the stuff down on the 
eastern boundary, whence it must be taken a 
much longer journey to the seaboard over 
routes which the Kansas Alliance men could 
not control. Experience has shown that the 
building of railroads by States is far from be- 
ing a brilliant success. It has been tried with 
disastrous results in Illinois, Michigan, and 
Georgia, and there is no good reason to think 
the outcome would be any better in Kansas if 
it were possible to try the experiment there. 
It is highly probable that the attempt to either 
build or buy out would break down of its own 
weight, owing to the inability of the State to 
command the requisite amount of credit, and 
that even if this difficulty could be overcome 
lower freight rates than are charged by the 
lines now in existence would not be obtaina- 
ble without a big annual deficit in revenue, 
making it necessary to pay the difference by 
direct taxation of the people. 


IOWA FARM MORTGAGES. 

It is probable that the census investigation 
of the subject of farm mortgages in the differ- 
ent States will justify a radical change in the 
popular opinion respecting their character. 
The first bulletin on this topic states that the 
abstracts of about 9,000,000 mortgages have 
been obtained, including all on record in 


every county of the United States. The pre- 


liminary report covers Iowa and Alabama. 
In the first named State the aggregate amount 
of mortgage in force was $190,024,957, cover- 
ing 3,240,982 acres, or a little less than one- 
tenth of the 35,504,000 acres in the State. But 
the inquiries by special agents selected for the 
purpose show that the inortgages for purchase 
of the real estate and improvements ranged 
from 88.8 per cent in one county to 98.5 per 
cent at the other extreme, the intermediate 
counties showing 90 to 91 per cent, That is, 
only about one acre out of each hundred in 
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has not money ee buy it outright, and 
has to let part of the price-remain as a lien to 
be paid off subsequently out of his savings. 
Certainly the 9 per cent thus incumbered 
ought not to be complained about unless the 
buyer in any particular instance is able to 
show that he was cheated into agreeing to pay 
for the property more than it is worth. It is 
just as legitimate a debt as is that of the clerk 
or mechanic in the city who buys a house and 
lot on which he is able to make only a 
partial payment at the time, and cal- 
culates on meeting the: remainder of the in- 
debtedness with money he would otherwise 
have to pay as house rent. The scarcely 1 
per cent of farm land in Iowa that is mort- 
gaged for other purposes includes all about 
which the grumblers have any right to com- 
plain, and probably not less than one-half of 
that small percentage represents money bor- 
rowed for the purpose of improving the prop- 
erty and thus adding to its value. It is prob- 
able that on account of the rapid settling of a 
large portion of Kansas within the last few 
years more than 9 per cent of the occupied 
land is incumbered by obligations to pay, 
without which the oceupant would never have 
gained the permission to use the land at all, 
but that forms no reason why the money 
should not be paid or the land 
relinquished to its real owner. That is the 
rule with the mechanic and clerk in the cities, 
who by reason of sickness, loss of employ- 
ment, or other cause find themselves unable 
to pay as they agreed to, and itis no special 
hardship to the one who: farms on another 
man’s land to decide that he doesn’t own the 
property until after he has paid forit. Cer 

tainly it would be the height of unfairness to 
juggle with the National finances and reduce 
the value of the dollar to 75 cents or less for 
the express purpose of enabling these occu- 
pants to shirk out of a part of their obligations 
by paying the seller in money of vastly less 
purchasing power than that he agreed to take. 
Yet that is precisely what the Alliance people 
have recently demanded, and what they still 
seem disposed to insist upon in case they can 
secure a sufficiént number of votes to enable 
them to carry their swindlingschemes through 
the Legislatures of the States and Nation. 
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THE FRENCH SPOLIATION GRAB, 

The Atlantic Monthly of February last con- 
tains an article under the caption of “ A Long 
Unpaid Debt,” in which the payment of the 
French spoliation claims is urged upon Con- 
gress by Mr. William Everett, a son of Ed- 
ward Everett. Since that article was written 
the recent Congress in ite expiring moments 
rushed through a bill for the payment of a 
portion of them, amountmg to $1,239,000, 
wHich is only a drop in the bucket as com- 
pared with the amounts which will be claimed 
in the future, now that the first steps have 
been taken. 

In the course of the article in question Mr. 
Everett goes over the same old ground and re- 
vamps the same stale arguments which have 
been pressed so long and persistently by the 
French spoliation lobby or claim agents. He 
holds that they are as valid now as when first 
introduced; that was no war with 
France and that no declaration of war was 
made; that the amount of the claims has been 
exaggerated grossly; that their payment will 
not be any appreciable burden upon the peo- 
ple of the country; that the evidence of the 
claims is as fresh and fair today as it was in 
1800; and that it is a long evaded payment of 
a debt of honor. 

Mr. Everett’s arguments are not based 
upon facts. The aggregate of these claims is 
immense and constantly increasing. In 1835 
Mr. Webster estimated the total number of 
vessels seized by the French at 615; today it 
has grown to 2,386. He estimated that the 
amount of the claims would reach $10,000,000; 
today it is $80,000,000, representing claims 
which have just as good warrant for payment 
as those which the late Congress ordered paid. 
The door has been opened to a colossal grab 
hy the speculators in these claims. Mr. 
Everett’s argument that there was no war 
with France will not hold. That question 
has been too well settled to be revived. The 
existence of public war between France and 
this country was established beyond all ques- 
tion by acts of Congress, by the Frénch de- 
crees authorizing the capture of our vessels, 
by the annual message. of the President in 
1798, which describes these decrees as an 
unequivocal act of war upon our commerce,”’ 
by the decision of Chief Justice Ellsworth that 
it was a war limited in its extent but not in 
its nature, by the opinion of the Attor- 
ney-General in 1798, and by decisions of 
the Supreme Court in 1800 and 1801, 
holding that the two countries were 
public enemies and in the relation of war until 
the treaty of 1790 was made. Against this ar- 
ray of the President, the Attorney-General, 
Congress, and the Supreme Court, as well as 
the decrees of the French Government itself, 
it is idle to attempt to establish the point that 
there was no war between the two countries, 
and that the losses represented by these claims 
were not losses incurred in war, hence not 
valid as against the Government. 

Equally absurd is Mr. Everett’s argument 
that these claims are as fresh now as when 
they were first made. At the time they orig- 
inated, when all the facts were fresh, and when 
the generation was living which saw and knew 
their origin, they received no consideration. 
Congress in 1802 and 1808 refused to 
have anything to do.with them. Statesmen 
like Henry Clay, Daniel Webster, Silas 
Wright, John A. Dix, and others rejected them 
after careful examination. It was reserved 
for the Fifty-first Congress, more than fifty 
years after these claims had been compara- 
tively forgotten, to revive them and rush them 
through on the last day of its session, and to 
throw away this money for speculators, and 
by profligately wasting one million opened 
the door to the wasting of thirty millions 
more. It was reserved to a Congress which 
paid millions to Indians for lands which they 
did not own to squander this money upon 
claimants whose claims have been decided 
as invalid by every Government authority 
and by every clear-headed statesman for over 
half a century. . 


MILLS CLAIMS THAT TEXAS WAS UNDER- 
COUNTED. 

In a recent Forum magazine article Mr. 
Roger Q. Mills of Texas attacks the census 
statistics of Mr. Porter, especially claiming 
that the enumeration of Texas was highly de- 
fective. He says the school statistics show 
the children of that State between the ages of 
8 and 16 years increased during the last dec- 
ade at the rate of 86.4 per cent, and that if 
the whole population had increased at the 
same rate the 1890 count would have been 
2,966,000, or about 700,000 more than the 
official enumeration, He holds that four-fifths 
of the people must hdve increased at about 
the same rate that one-fifth did, and there- 


cent must be grossly in error.

The census of last year may be considered de- 
fective by a little more than 2 per cent. 
The enumeration ought to have been fully 64,- 
000,000 instead of in the neighborhood of 62,- 
600,000, But itis fair to presume that most 


of the error lay in the counts of the cities, and 


tne larger the city the greater the per cent of 
omission. . That is why New York led in 
point of deficiency, partly because of the 
greater difficulty of gettmg on the track of 
absentees in places where the average man 
does not know his next door neighbor, and 
in part for the reason that a large number of 
the wealthier class of residents in that city 
had left it for the summer when the count 
began. The other cities of large size in the 
North were slurred in like manner put not to 
the same extent, and undoubtedly some were 
omitted in the South, because they 
had left for the season before the 
count was made. But a portion of these ab- 
sentees would be noted on the lists by enu- 
merators who were aware of thefact. In the 
country districts of the South, as of the North, 
there were some omissions, chiefly of those 
who live in mountainous, swampy, or other 
places so remote or difficult of access that the 
two-cent compensation per head did not pay 
for looking them up. | 

The work of Mr. Mills is largely one of 
supererogation. It does not seem to have 
been wanted by his constituents, as thus far 
no complaints have been heard from Houston, 
San Antonio, Galveston, Dallas, or other 
towns in his State, and none of them have 
volunteered proof of dereliction of duty on 
the part of individual enumerators such as was 
furnished in New York City. His paper 
adds little or nothing to what was al- 
ready known on the subject, since it has long 
ago been’ conceded by about everybody ex- 
cept Mr. Porter that the count was deficient 
by about 2 per cent. Mills may with some 
show of plausibility claim that the count in 
Texas was in error by about that amount, giv- 
ing a deficiency of not more than 70,000 in- 
stead of the 700,000 alleged by him to be de- 
duced from a comparison of school enumera- 
tions with those made by census officials. 


THROTTLING THE SOUTH BRANCH. - 

At the last meeting of the Council the Com- 
missioner of Public Works was ordered to ro- 
port by Monday evening how many square 
feet of land the city would give to the North- 
ern Pacific by the proposed ordinance set- 
tling the width of the South Branch between 
Harrison and Twelfth streets, and how many 
square feet the city would receive in return. 
The information will be submitted this even- 
ing. Tus Tur has a copy of the map 
showing the proposed changes, the correct- 
ness of which is certified to by the officers of 
the city and of the railroad. It got it at so 
late an hour, however, that it was not able to 
print a copy of it this morning. 

It appears from this map that the railroad 
will get 70,975 square feet. The city will get 
enlargements of the stream at various points 
covering a total area of 28,891 square feet. 
But it is estimated that it will take 36,208 
square feet to provide room for the swinging 
of the bridges at Polk and Harrison and for 
viaducts. So it is figured out that the net 
gain of the railroad will be but 5,876 square 
feet, and in return for that it will spend 
$300,000 or more for new bridges. But it 
must not be forgotten that while the city 
would have an easement in those 36,208 feet— 
have the right to swing bridges over them—the 
railroad would own the land and could make 
any use of it that did not conflict with the 


‘city’s easement. Hence it is not true that the 


net gain to the road is but 5,876 square feet. 
It is about 42,000. 

The fact is admitted, however, on all sides 
that the water space between Harrison and 
Polk will be lessened by 51,000 square feet. 
The width of the channel at that point, now 
160 feet, will be reduced to 100. There are 
two good reasons why that should not be done, 
One is that it will set a precedent for narrow- 
ing to 100 feet the width of the South Branch 
north of Harrison. Every property-owner on 
the east bank of the stream will petition the 
Council for leave to push out his dock line to 
correspond with that of the Northern Pacific, 
and if he will bring the proper arguments to 
bear he will get his slice, and the navigability 
ot the South Branch will be pretty well de- 
stroyed. 

In the next place, when the drainage channel 
is cut the water to feed it will have to be sup- 
plied through the South Branch. If the Sani- 
tary District act were amended as desired by 
the trustees. it would be necessary to supply 
at least 260,000 cubic feet a minute through 
that waterway. How much would it be possi- 
ble to put through with safety to navigation if 
the South Branch were narrowed as proposed 
by this ordinance? For it must not be for- 
gotten that the stream has to be used for nav- 
igation as well as supplying water and that the 
narrower it is the slower must the current be 
to permit of safe navigation. A flowof a mile 
and a half an hour should be the outside limit. 

A current of a mile an hour means eighty- 
eight feet a minute. The proposed width of the 
South Branch between Harrison and Polk 
would be 100 feet. A depth of fifteen feet is 
all that is needed or will be provided. Multi- 
plying, then, 100 by 15 and that by 88, the re- 
sult is 132,000, or the number of cubic feet per 
minute which could flow through the South 
Branch at this point. But that is only about 
half what it will be necessary to get through 
when the drainage channel is completed. If 
the current were a mile and a quarter an hour, 
or 110 feet per minute, the discharge would be 
but 165,000 cubic feet a minute. Were the 


‘current a mile and a half an hour, or 132 feet 


a minute, the discharge would be but 198,000 
cubic feet a minute. Were the current a mile 
and three-quarters—which would make navi- 
gation unsafe—the discharge would be but 
221,000 cubic feet. Were it two miles an hour 
—which would make navigation impossible— 
the discharge would be but 254,000, 

But with the width what it is—160 feet—the 
case would stand thus: Width of stream, 160 
feet; depth, 15; current per minute, 88 feet; 
discharge per minute, 211,200 cubic feet. With 
a current of a mile and a quarter an hour the 
discharge would be 263,000 cubic feet. So it 
will be necessary to have this width of 160 feet 
in order to carry out the plans of the Drainage 
Trustees. 

The advocates of the ordinance say “the 
river is only 88 feet wide south of Twelfth 
street.“ What of that? Is that an argument 
for narrowing the river north of that point? 
Not at all. It is merely callmg attention to 
the fact that the South Branch will have to be 
widened considerably south of Twelfth. To 

narrow it north of that point is simply to add 
to to existing die and expense. 

For if this strip of 51,000 square feet is filled 
up the drainage district will have to go to 


work and scoop the earth out. It will have to 


condemn the land, paying over a million for 
it. Why, then, should the city do something 
which the Drainage Trustees will have to undo 
at great expense? Are the Aldermen aware 
that if they commit such an act they will be 
called by a harsher name than that of fool? 
If they pass this ordinance they will have to

The Royal Commission on Labor, . 

Aftera long delay, made longer by the 
Queen’s absence from the Kingdom, the Royal 
Commission on Labor has at last been ap- 
pointed. The commission is the official re- 
cognition of the existence and importance of 


the struggle between labor and capital and 


the attempt of labor to control capital now in 
progress. It is officially styled a commission 

‘to inquire into questions affecti the rela- 
tions between employer and employed, the 
combination of employers and of employed, 
and the conditions of labor which have been 
raised during recent trade disputes in the 
United Kingdom, and to report whether legis- 
lation can with advantage be directed to the 
remedy of any of the evils that may be dis- 
closed: and if so, in what manner.“

three most considerable personages in public 
life.

SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION. 


It is becoming more unmistakably evident each 
week that business is less active than it has been. 
The bank clearings indicated that first, now 
there is evidence of it in many other directions. 
There is little new to be said about the causes of 
this inactivity. Itisnot on any inherent weak- 
ness of the situation. The ability of the people 
toconsume has not been impaired materially. 
The decrease in the pace of business activity 
comes rather from a lack of ambition on the part 
of the business community to extend operations 
orengage in new enterprises. The commercial 
fabric may be said to be unusually free from weak 
spots. 

There has been a considerable piling up of 
funds at the money centers, but it presents for 
the moment a plethora of money that is deceptive.

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conditions. The speculator who believes that the 
Old World has suffered severely from the fearful 
winter believes that no matter how large a crop 
may be raised in thé United States there is going 
to be a market for it. The Government report, 
said to be one of the most bearish documents evér 
issued by the department, had no bearish effect, 
the price advancing before the ink onit had 
scarcely time to dry. The cable advices and our 
own Government report of the condition of 
the foreign crops show that the situation 
there is stronger than it has been for 
many years. The foreigners back up their cables 
with buying orders. and at the. present rate of 
consumption and export it begins to look as if the 
question as to whether there is any great quan- 
tity of wheat back in the country will be settled 
before the end of the crop year. Thére is certainly 
not enough wheat in the visible supply and in the 
farmers’ hands, the Government’s fig- 
ures as true, to last us till the nextcrop, and unless 
there is a great deal more wheat in the invisible 
reserves than any one imagines, wheat is going to 
command higher prices than it has seen for a 
good many years. In corn there has been a quiet 
feeling, and, as there have been inquiries from 
some parts of the corn belt for bids, the receivers 
believe that there is going to bea better move- 


ment from first hands during the next month. As 


they have been saying that; however, since the 
beginning the year and the large in- 
crease has not yet materialized, it is just 
possible thet the increase may. not come this 
time, and that the present scarcity will continue 
or grow more pronounced, The cash article is 
bringing a premium over May in this market 
now. The oat market continues strong, sellers 
being conservative. In provisions, the packing 
season being elosed, packers ars selling less freely 
than they were, and the trade is watching the re- 
turns from the hog-faising districts, as there is a 
wide divergence of opinion as to the supply that 
may be drawal upon. 


FINANCIAL, 


There is a good deal of pressure beginning to be 
brought to bear for lower interest rates. The 
banks admit that they bave large surpluses on 
hand. and on that borrowers base their claim that 
rates should be lower than 6. percent. A few 
banks have admitted this claim in exceptional 
circumstances, but as a rule 6 per cent is still the 
minimum rate in the market. 

The New York bank statement again showed a 
loss in the surplus reserve. The increased busi- 
ness in Wall street is reflected in larger loans. The 
condition of the banks is not as good as the state- 
ment indicates, it having been made up before the
